NITRATE OF SODA or Chili Saltpeter. Nitrate of Soda is not a 
DD _- substitute for other man- 
ures, but we recommend it as the cheapest and best form in which to apply Nitro- 
gen to plants. Gardeners who are using farm manure should continue to use it, 
but use Nitrate of Soda in addition to other fertilizers. If your object is to grow 
maximum crops you must in some way furnish the plants with Nitrogen. No 
matter what manure or fertilizer is used the Nitrogen must be converted into 
Nitrate before the plants can use it. 


HOW TO USE NITRATE OF SODA 

Remove the lumps before using and break them up which can be done by pound- 
ing. Use as a top-dressing at the rate of 100 lbs. per acre on the following vegeta- 
bles, when plants are well established: Beets, Cabbage, Cauliflower, Cucum- 
ber, Celery, Egg Plant, Lettuce, Spinach, Onions. 

For Asparagus, a top-dressing of 250 lbs. per acre just as soon as the first shoots 
make their appearance. 

For Strawberries, a top-dressing of about 100 lbs. per acre after the plants have 
blossomed. 

For the Home Garden apply as a solution one ounce to two gallons of water.
